N or will I perm it myself to doubt that 
in the councils of our nation a wise 
statesm anship, supported and sustain­ 
ed by the wisdom and value r f a pure 
patriotism among our people, will find 
th e way to the much-needed result.”

speaker. The secretary was flattering- 
ly received when he rose to speak to 
the toast, “Currency Reform; Now or 
W hen?” 
He said in part: 
“Speaking broadly, I believe that the 
shape and destiny of our national life, 
as it may be affected by financial legis­ 
lation is to be determ ined w ithin the 
next four years. 
The forces and ener­ 
gies which found victorious expression 
in the last election are as significant 
now as they were then. 
Are we in­ 
telligent and courageous enough to 
take the action their present w arrant 
justifies, and secure the future against 
the dangers which have been for the 
present overcome? 
“It is said th at under present condi­ 
tions it is impossible that obstruction­ 
ists can hinder and defeat the popular 
w ill; th at agitation on so delicate a 
subject as the money standard is dis­ 
turbing; th at we have the best of guar­ 
anties that for four years the present 
status will be m aintained; th at the 
revival of business will be best assured 
by the policy of inaction. 
Covered in 
one sentence, all this is summed up in 
the much-abused 
maxim, ‘Let w’ell 
enough alone.’ The maxim well applied 
is indeed a wise one, but the wisdom 
of it lies in the application of it. When 
ultra-conservatism applies it to justify 
a condition which is ‘bad enough* in­ 
stead of ‘well enough,’ it is fatally mis­ 
applied. 
That the condition of our 
currency and banking system is ‘bad 
enough’ is certified to by the deliberate 
judgm ent of the great body of economic 
students and by a general consensus 
of opinion among business men. 
“It certainly is not well enough with 
a banking system utterly inelastic and 
correspondingly irresponsive to the do­ 
mestic requirem ents of trade and in- 
dhstry, to which, in its proper rela­ 
tion, the banking system should be the 
faithful and efficient handm aiden. 
It 
is not well enough with the national 
treasury aw kw ardly perform ing an of­ 
fice which is entirely foreign to its 
proper function. 
It is not well enough 
—it is absolutely bad—when the result 
is a public treasury so expanded in its 
dem and liabilities in a tim e of pro­ 
found peace as to threaten its solvency 
in case of war. 
Thomas Jefferson, the 
putative father of Democracy, himself 
declared: ‘During 
the 
interval 
be­ 
tween war and w ar all the outstanding 
paper should be called in, coin be per­ 
m itted to flow in again and hold the 
field of circulation until another war 
should require its yielding place again 
to the national medium.' 
“No, my friends, we are not justified 
in falling back in supreme indifference 
to rest upon a perverted maxim. 
Nor 
is agitation to be feared in its effect 
on industry or business affairs, if it is 
to be an agitation in behalf of better 
conditions. 
We have absolute security 
th at for at least four years no step can 
be effectively taken which will degrade 
our money standard or bring dishonor 
to the national credit. 
Agitation will, 
therefore, result in nothing or be pro­ 
ductive of good. 
Under such condi­ 
tions, agitation is the highest conserv­ 
atism . 
“The establishm ent of our currency 
and banking system upon more secure 
foundations is the one thing lacking 
to the things which m ake for a perm a­ 
nent condition of reasonable prosper­ 
ity. 
In securing this the pioneer of the 
west, 
the 
laborer in the mines, the 
toiler in the field, the mechanic in his 
shop, the merchant and the banker, are 
all, whether they knowT it or not, each 
in his degree alike'interested.” 
Secretary Gage concluded his speech 
as follows: 
“In a word, I commit myself to the 
following proposition: At a cost too 
contem ptible for serious consideration 
th e debatable condition of our currency 
and banking system may be put upon 
clearly safe, if not theoretically scien­ 
tific foundations. 
This may be secured 
w ithout any necessary contraction of 
the 
circulating 
medium of exchange 
and wdth no danger of an undue ex­ 
pansion. and, best of all, this desirable 
end may carry in its effect potential re­ 
lief to those districts in the south and 
WTSt, which, though rich in possibili­ 
ties of soil and climate, have been 
held back, through the absence of 
tan k in g capital and credit facilities.

Springfield, 111., Nov. 24.—A special 
session of the general assembly and 
senatorial reapportionm ent of the state 
are certainties. Governor Tanner has 
promised the Republican members in 
conference assembled to call a special 
session if an agreem ent on apportion­ 
ment can be reached. 
The resolution adopted by the cau­ 
cus at Springfield follows: 
Resolved, T hat a committee of six­ 
teen be appointed, six from Cook Coun­ 
ty and ten from the districts outside of 
Cook County. 
Three of the six from 
Cook County shall 
be chosen from 
among those who voted against senate 
bill 442 in the last session and three 
from those who supported said bill. 
Five of the ten from the districts out­ 
side of Cook County shall be chosen 
from among those who voted against 
senate bill 442 and five from among 
the supporters of said bill. 
It shall 
be the duty of this com mittee to frame 
and 
present at the special session, 
should the governor determ ine to call 
• special session of the legislature, a 
bill for a senatorial reapportionm ent 
of the state, and if the com mittee 
should fail in agreeing on a bill, or any 
part thereof, then the m atter shall be 
subm itted to the Republicans in cau­ 
cus and we hereby agree to abide by 
the action of said caucus upon any bill 
that may be agreed upon by the Repub­ 
lican caucus.”

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MONEY IN HORSES 
FOR THE FARMER 


MEANS OF 
SUBSTANTIAL 
PROFIT NEGLECTED. 


Comparisons Show Values 
Are No 
Lower Than Other Articles—Abun­ 
dant Use Will Always Be Found 
For '’'bat Useful Animal—Demand 
Will Increase. 


In the course of a lengthy article on 
the home market at St. Louis the 
Globe* Democrat of that city says: 
Another (ac'* for the farmers to con­ 
sider is that the price of horses is now 
lower in comparison than the prices of 
other commodities. 
Ten years ago a 
farmer sold a common work horse for 
• 125, and with the proceeds could buy 
1,000 pounds of sugar, 2 OOO pounds 
of nails or wire, a mowing machine, 
cr IOO ounces of silver. 
Today he 
Bells such a horse for $00 and buys 
1,200 pounds of sugar, 3000 pounds of 
nails or wire, or invest in a mowing 
machine and has $35 left; or ii he \ 
needs silver he exchanges his horse for 
IOO ounces instead oi IOO. 
The same 
ratio exists in dry goods, clothing, 
glassware, etc. 
Statistics show that 
the number of horses sold is very 
much larger that before the advent of 
the bicycle and electricity. 
There are 
good reasons for this, 
When street 
cars were hauled by mules and horses 
in St. Louis it was a city of 350,000 
people; now there are perhaps 700,000 
people here. 
Other cities have grown 
in like proportion. 
As cities grow 
larger more horses are required per 
oapita. 
A moment’s thought 
will 
make this evident. 
In many ease* 
coal is hauled three, five and even tee* 
miles in St. Louis. 
Building material, 
brick, sand, lime, lumber and stone 
are hauled like distances. 
D em and F or H orse*. 
When St. Louis was a city of 10,000 
people every one lived within half a 
mile of the Levee or depot. 
Distances 
increase with population in almost 
geometrical 
progression. 
Another 
factor is the life of horses on paved 
streets, which is not half what it is 
on the dirt roads of country villages 
As the cities grow larger new demands 
for horses spring up. 
There are large 
wholesale and department stores in 
the larger cities that own and use 
from 300 to 500 horses each. 
It is 
said that the dairies of St. Louis now 
ure as meny horses as the street cars 
uted in 1870. 
Even electricity itself 
.requires the horse; the electric com 
panies of St. Louis own and use hun 
fired s of them 
These few illustrations 
will 
be 
enough tc show that the work horse is 
in no danger of being set free, and we 
w ill consider for a little the pleasure 
horse. 
Twenty years ago if a man 
paid $1,500 for a team of horses it was 
published as a news item in all the 
papers; now such a sale attracts no 
attention, and a millionaire does nut 
want a team for less. 
Hundreds of 
people are able to pay such prices now 
where one man could do so then, 
as 
wealth increases this demand will in­ 
crease. 
The well 
to do A m eric in 
eitizen will keep his carriage barbes, 
hunters ana his children’s ponies, as 
they do in the older countries. 
G overnm ent H orse F arm s. 
If our national government would 
establish horse farms, such as they 
have in Russia, and a government 
ownership of stallions, such as they 
have in France and compel farmers to 
dispose of all common stallions it 
would be worth millions to us as a 
nation. 
This could be done with money now 
used in distributing squash seed that 
produces gourds, and melon seed that 
produces pumpkins. 
To 
illustrate 
how carefully these foreign countries 
guard the breeding of the horse, I 
will give one instance. 
Jn 1893 an 
American horse importer bought a 
stallion from the French government 
and showed him at the world’s fair in 
Ohicago, where he was purchased by a 
large breeder of horses in Wyoming 
for $6,000. 
A year later the French 
government lost a valuable stallion or 
two of the same blood by death, and 
needed this horse to keep up the line 
of breeding they were fo»l3wing. Taey 
at once dispatched an agent to Wyom­ 
ing, bought back that horse at a price 
never made public, aud shipped him 
back to France. 
It is little wonder 
that with snch a system they excel us 
in raring good horses 
Here every 
man breeds as he chooses; and few 
have any thought of the result; all 
they expeot is a colt, and thai; is all 
they generally get. 


Should Use Good Stock 
When grown he is neither a draught 
horse, driver nor pony, but a nonde­ 
script, without speed, scyle, 
Bize or 
b eau ty, and the wonder is that he 
brings as much as he does. 
Our farm* 
era use batter judgment- in bog rais­ 
ing and pay fabulous amounts for 
stock hogs; this is also trod of cattle 
and sheep, and I believe with a little 
encouragement they woald soon give 
the same thought to horse raising. 
Missouri is admirably fitted for pro­ 
ducing the finest horses in the world, 
and could well afford to interest her­ 


self 
in this industry. 
As a mule 
market St. Louis has for many years 
been the largest in the world. 
Take 
Jefferson City aa the center and de­ 
scribe a circle passing through Topeka, 
Kas , and you will include all the 
country in the world that has mules 
to sell. 
Then turn to your map and 
compare this area to that which buys 
mules every year. This includes every 
state east and south of Mexico, Cen­ 
tral America, all 
the West India 
islands, several of the South American 
countries and South Africa, to which 
point alone 3.000 mules have been 
shipped from St. 
LDuis in the past 
eight months. 


M ule 
lia isin g . 
Many of 
these mules are sold at 
three years old, and bring from $15 to 
$100. 
They are more cneapiy raised 
th sn steer, and the Missouri farmer 
has a most profitable business in the 
breeding and raising of good mules. 
The mule business is conducted on the 
same lines that a successful merchant 
dees business. 
Most of them are 6old 
and shipped on orders, the purchasers 
not seeing them until they arrive at 
their destination. 
A man in Cape 
Town, Panama, Havana or the City of 
Mexico can order a carload of mules 
by wire, or mail as satisfactory as he 
could a car of furniture or hardware. 
Many good horses are raised in 
Rock Jcounty.but are there as rn any 
raised as there should be? 
A gjcd 
horse always brings a good price, al­ 
though poor ones always go begging.

The report of the State Board of 
r'ealth coLCBrning the Bock County 
jail. has been made out, ana is as 
I olio ws: 
Oa November 20, 1897,in compliance 
w ith a request received from

Board of supervisors of Rock County, 
to inspect toe Rock county jail, the 
executive com mittee of this board to­ 
gether with Dr. 
Q O. Sutherland of 
Janesville, a member of this board, 
Dr. J. B. 
W hiting, physician to the 
jail, and Dr. Jam es Gibson, health 
officer of Janesville, and several mem­ 
bers of the County Board, visited the 
jail, and made a careful inspection of 
the building. 
We found a building 
which has been built and in use for 
some forty years, old and out of date 
in its conveniences for the purpose for 
which 
it 
is 
used.

is con­ 
structed 
of 
brick 
ana 
stone, 
is 
tw o 
stories 
high, and

The jail, a dwelling

found nine prisoners in the jail proper 
confined in five c lls.

first scrubbed thoroughly and washed 
w ith a solution of bichoride of m er­ 
cury, one p art to 5000 and then w hite­ 
washed often, and th a t vermin De ex 
term inated by the generation of for­ 
maldehyde gas or some other affica- 
cions substance, and th at all bedcing 
th a t is not washed once or twice week 
ly be aired out of oors every fair day.
